Winnipeg, Sept. 9—The Canadian 


Northern Railway is again balked in 
its efforts to iocate a line west from 
the 


Plans for the line from St. 


Yellowhead 
Al- 


hert west have been disaproved by 
the railway commission at Ottawa, 
on the grounds that the route pro- 
posed lay too close to that of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific. 

The engineers first endeavored to 
run farther north, but could not do 
so on account of the hilly nature of 
the country. It was decided, there- 
fore, to parallel the G. T. P. route 
from Lobstick to Yellowhead Pass, 

Unless the Canadian Northern can 
convince the railway commission of 
the necessity for running parallel to 
the Grand Trunk Pacific, a material 
change in the plans will be required. 
It is probable that the C. N. R. may 
find it necessary to run south of the 
Grand Trunk, 

The C. N. R. was compelled once 
before to abandon their line west of 
Kdmonton after a good deal of con- 
struction had been done. On that oc- 
casion the G, T. P.. beat them out 
in the matter of securing and filing 
the approbation of the route plans.

Fort Monro, Va., Sept. 9—-Another 
of these tragedies which go to show 
that she sailor offers his life to this 
country in time of peace as well as in 
time of war, was enacted this morn- 
ingon the Dradnought, North Dakota, 
while in Lower Chesapeake Bay. An 
explosion of fuel oil and the ensuing 
fire cost the ‘ives of three men and 
more or less seriously injured avine 
others, including Chief Lieut.

The commander in chief of the fleet 
immediately ordered the North Da- 
kota to leave fleet formation and' the 
batileship New Hampshire put nearer 
to render assistance. No assistance 
wats necessary and by 11.30 o'clock the 
fire on the North Dakota was under 
control, It has not yet been ascer- 
tained how the fire started, although 
it lis believed it was mot due to any 
carelessnes of the men on the North 
Dakota.”

A new issue of law stamps has been 
placed on the market by the attor- 
ney-general’s department. The new 
issue differed from any of the past, 
not only in design, but in quality, 
workmanship, and general appear- 
ance.. The design of the new issue 
represents “Justice” sitting on her 
throne, holding in her left hand the 
seales, and in the other the sword. 
The issue is in eleven denominations, 
5c, 10c,, 20c., 25c¢., 50c., 75¢., $1.00, 
$2.00, $3.00, $5.00, and $10.00, each one 
being in a different color. 

This is the third issue of law 
stamps in the history of the prov- 
ince, the first one being printed, the 
second lithographed, while the new 
one represents the skill and art em- 
ployed by the American Bank Note 
Company. The object in having the 
new issue engraved is for security. In 
the other cases, imitation was very 
easy, while the plates were not guard- 
ed to any degree. With the Ameri- 
can Bank Note Company, however, 
the plates are all kept with as much 
regard for their safety as is given to 
the plates from which postage stamps 
or bank notes are made.

LITTLE NEW EVIDENCE 


A New Name Is Brought Out in 
Inquest Held last

night, when the corner’s jury PESue ht 
in a verdict of ‘death at the hands « 
a person or persons unknown.” 

Besides the evidence of Doctors 1. 
J. Woodrow, and J. 4.) Biggar, who 
performed the post mortem examin- 
ation, and that of Harry C. Graham, 
chemist in the provincial laboratory, 
who analysed the contents of the sto- 
mach, Leonard Herman and James 
Young, both of whom were among the 
party of Sunday promenaders = who 
found the body, told of the events 
surounding the discovery of the re- 
mains, while Geo. Nuckles, the pro- 
prictor of an employment agency, 
and Stanley Blozak, a workman on 
railway construction, told) ot seeing 
Fedeniuk on the afternoon of the 
date he met his death. By Blozak's 
evidence the movements of the mur- 
dered man can be traced up to be- 
tween 5 and 6 o'clock on the after- 
noon, 

References were made to two 
strange men, who were in the employ- 
ment bureau office about 2 o'clock in 
the afternoon with Fedeniuk, Nuckles 
stated) that) another) man named 
Bonyt, was there at the time and it 
is the desire of the police that this 
man be found in view of the possjbi, 
lity of his being able to shed a little 
light on the identity and whereabouts 


of the other two. ’ 
The post’ mortem — examination 
showed that Fedehiuk came to his 


death as the result of a hemorrhage 
which folowed a gash on the left side 
of the throat. There were cuts and 
bruises on both sides of the face and 
another stab in the neck, Mr. Gra- 
ham stated that he had analysed the 
contents of the murdered man's 
stomach and had found traces of 
achohol but not enough to prove that 
the man had been drinking on the day 
of his death.

“At about two o'clock Fedeniuk 
came into my office with an interpre- 
ter and | booked him for a job. He 
went out and at about four o’apck he 
came in again with two other men.

NEXT YEAR'S INPERIAL CON- 
FERENCE 


From the Ottawa ‘Journal. 

Although the re-assembling of the 
quadrennial Imperial ‘Conference is 
now within measureable distance, 
there does not appear to be any en- 
thusiastic desire upon ‘the part of ithe 
self-governing dominions ito suggest 
subjects for discusison. The fact 
seems to be that as there is no cause 
for friction at present, the over seas 


can be allowed to proceed as they 
are until Great Britain decides that 
whe time ‘thas come for a re-casting of 
the fiscal relations between the (Moth- 
er Country and the dominions, jf ithat 
day should ever arrive, 

The London Times confesses its 
disappoivtment at this indiffercice on 
the part of-the self-governing nations 
of the Empire, and is especially dis- 
satisfied because the formation of the 
Imperial secretariat has not been ac- 
cepted with more enthusiasm by the 
dominions. It regards the three yenrs’ 
silence of Canada and New Zealand 
as somewhat ominous for the future of 
thé experiment. But the value of the 
new departure may probably. be reck- 
oned by the silence of the two domin- 
ions.

Th only subject so far proposed for 
discussion at next year’s conference 
is one brought forward ‘by the Moth- 
er Country, It comes from the Home 
Office, and ‘has to do with the depor- 
tation by ithe self-governing domin- 
dons of undesirable aliens.

The British 
Government will no: protest against 
the rejection of British subjects, who 
fail to come up to the standard set by 
the dominions, but it does decidedly 
object to have to care for aliens who 
make English ports their means of 
fransit to the new dJands. 

Tt is difficult to see how the prob- 
lem can be solved. Shipping compa- 


nies trading between Britain and Can- |= 


ada, for instance, cannot be expected 
to carry rejected aliens back to Bul- 
aria or Russia, unless they have a 
share in their transportation from 
their native lands. It is true tht Can- 
ada has made it a condition that im- 
migrants who do not come direct from 
the Jand of their origin are debarred, 
but there is apparently a loophole 
somewhere in the working out of ithe 
scheme, or else the British Govern- 
ment would not hive raised the point.
